fore, the city is within the water- 
shed. Th"e state has ruled against 
the diversion of water from one 
watershed to another. The city of 
Pasadena also avera that some of 
the waters discharged by the San 
Gabriel 'canyon originate in the Pas- 
adena watershed.- 1%is Pasadena's 
intention to store .water in the San 
Gabriel dam, and- tty divert it by pipe 
line to reservoirs'or spreading basins 
in the Pasadena area. ' 


Several years ago, when Pasadena 


first made its request for storage 
rights in the San Gabriel dam, the 
board of supervisors entered into a 
tentative agreement •'with Pasadena, 
that in tho event the.city was grant- 
ed rights to unappropriated water in 
the San Gabriel canyon, the county 
.would agree to store: it lip to the 
poial of 65,000 acre feet. The state 
has since ruled that Pasadena may 
have water if it is developed above 
and over the present priorities in the 
canyoii,. hut amounting to only 150,- 
000T.acre feet in a .period of five

function is that of retarding and 
holding flood'waters temporarily, to 
be released gradually/ when storms 
in the valley have ceased, and the 
channels in the valley are capable 
of carrying the flood water. The 
dam is designed to discharge contin- 
uously during the tim-3 when there 
is no flood water in the lower valley. 
The storing of 65,000 acre feet, or 
any quantity, makes it necessary to 
hold that amount in .the reservoir 
at 8,11 times if it exists, and to this 
extent the lower valley would suffer 
through diversion. 


Before the board Monday, the Pas- 


adena experts made the assertion 
that the dam is large enough to im- 
pound the biggest seasonal rainfall 
that has .ever been experienced in 
the history of the 'canyon, and that 
therefore, the dam could easily ac- 
commodate tho 65,000 acre feet of 
storage without interfering with, any 
of the functions of flood control.

ILLIONS of words have been written 
' about Lincoln. His praises have been 


sung in a thousand major and minor keys. 
The wisdom of Socrates, the spirituality of 
the Christ, the leadership of Alexander have 
been attributed to him. 


Yet, his life reveals no accentuation of 


these attributes. He was wise; he was highly 
spirtual. He was a bad war leader. There was 
nothing exceptional in him until his honesty 
was. challenged. And in that he became the 
mighty rock of hope for a nation sunk to the 
depths of meanness and hatred, of despicable 
plotting, of politics at its very worst. With a 
nation of blood brothers rent in twain, he re- 
mained unswerving for justice as he saw it, 
meted out justice with homely impartiality, 
fought off the schemers, steeled himself 
against reptilian calumny, and took the first 
chance offered to heal the nation's wounds, 
and bring order out of chaos, sanity out of a 
bedlam of national disorder. 


Lincoln was no superman. Born and rais- 


ed in the clean woods, where men won their 
way and paid their way by their own efforts, 
it was obvious to him that slavery was wrong. 
He sought to prevent its spread, to curb its 
growth, to prepare for an educational era that 
would cause the American people to abandon 
it for their own good and for their own ad- 
vDncement. He did not believe in abolition 
by legislation, but by education. 


He never absorbed superficialities. Life 


was a reality to him. His philosophy contain- 
ed nothing" new, altho spoken simply and 
forcefully in a time when men were not think- 
ing clearly, nor acting rationally. His great- 
ness lies in adhering to fundamental truths 
when men, maddened by passion, surrounded 
him and attempted to stampede him. In this 
he was Christlike; in this he was possessed 
of a Socratic wisdom. 


Lincoln's own expression that ''the most 


uncommon thing is commonsense," epitomizes 
his position during those rnad years when he 
rose to leadership. What any sane man would 
agree to in his own home concerning his own 
affairs, at a time when the mind and the spirit, 
were quiet, he attempted to make a national 
policy at a time when men had discarded 
thinking for passion and prejudice. He in- 
curred the hatred of northerners as well as 


southerners because he would not become a 
mouthpiece for selfish propaganda, and be- 
cause he tried to prevent the war from result- 
ing in an opportunity for spoils for the victors. 


All his state papers and incidental utter- 


ances, letters and conversations, carry the 
same thread that hints of a belief in his own 
mediocrity, his love of simplicity. He was not 
a warrior, not a leader, save thru indirective 
philosophy and the appeal he made to the 
deeper core of the people because of his un- 
doubted honesty and selfless love for his 
country. 


Students of the English language every- 


where study his diction, and despair of' imi- 
tation. He" never attempted to write for the 
sake of writing, and therefore never allowed 
words to get in the way of clarity. The more 
language one learns, the greater the danger 
of the obscurity of the idea. He had not been 
taught this. He knew it. 


"I will study and prepare," he said; "and 


maybe my time will come." This was the 
statement of a backwoods boy, with but half 
a dozen books at hand—no libraries, no 
movies, no opportunity for the sitting at the 
feet of the mighty in education; laughed at, 
scorned, clinging only to that faint hope that 
has so much of poignant sadness, of wistful- 
ness—that he would study, as best he could, 
and maybe his time would come. 


We might do that, even in this day and 


age. Lincoln's mind would have leaped with 
a holy fire if someone had told him in his 
youth that he might be accorded one hun- 
dredth part of the opportunities now avail- 
able to every child and man and woman in 
this nation he helped to save. We might study 
and prepare for some specific goal, any honor- 
able one, instead of so much aimlessness, 
pleasure, and diversified pursuits and desires. 


Would we be brilliant in order to be great ? 


Lincoln did not possess brilliancy. Would we 
amass an enormous fund of knowledge to con- 
found the world with our erudition? Lincoln 
had very little education of the kind we sup- 
pose to be necessary to make an educated 
man. He was a specialist in truth, in simpli- 
city, in honesty. He found that conimonsense 
was uncommon, and clung to it tenaciously, 
doggedly, and became one of the masters of 
the world.

Covina valley people will be interested in the annual edi-

The El Monte Air Terminal—

on the Pacific coast near El Monte should have the unquali- 
fied support of every person in the San Gabriel valley. There 
at the junction of two rivers, the San Gabriel and the Rio 
Hondo, is a large, flat body of land containing 960 acres, 
which will make an ideal site for an air terminal. It has the 
approval of the army and navy, of the most successful air 
pilots in the world, and of the federal government. 


The leading air pilots who have studied this site are loud 


in its praise. They find ideal conditions for taking off and 
landing there. A take-off of 1000 feet can be provided. The 
visibility is said to be the best on the coast, owing to the 
absence of fogs, and of an unobstructed view of the wide 
valley. 


A committee of fifty of the leading men of the county 


have joined in advocating this site and asking that the county 
supervisors approve of funds to purchase the site. Much of 
the lands are in walnut groves and are valuable. The airport 
located there would add much to the growth of the valley, 
as it would become the aviation center of the Pacific coast 
and aviaton activities would center about this district. It is 
but a few miles from Glendora and about IS minutes from 
the heart of Los Angeles by fast electric service.

Glcndora Press: With San Antonio and San Dimas can- 


yons lying to the east, the great San Gabriel canyon but a 
short distance to the west, and Little and Big Dalton canyons 
commencing at our north boundary, Glendora has one of the 
most enviable locations from an advertising standpoint of 
any city in iouthern California.

The road has not gone thru as fast as was first locally

Besides the efforts of several local individ- 
uals, the San Gabrel valley associated chambers of commerce, 
the forestry department and forest protective associations 
have taken the maiter up and the Los Angeles, county board 
of supervisors will be asked to push the work along with 
more speed.

Pasadena Seeks 
Water Storage at 
San Gabriel Dam 


(Continued from first page) 


borne out by the data on file with 
This statement, 
however, is not 


the United States Geological Survey, 
and similar data compiled by the 
state division of water rights. With 
the 240,000 acre feet of capacity of 
the dam as an equation, the follow- 
ing figures are interesting: 


In 1883-84, during the season com- 


plete, the San Gabriel canyon dis- 
charged 486,000 acre feet from its 
mouth. 


In 1921-22, the canyon discharged 


410,000 acre feet, 


In 1913-14, tht canyon discharged 


2!)().000 acre feet, 


Those arc the largest discharges 


found in a compilation carried over 
a period of fifty-one years. 


In connection with Pasadena's de- 


sire to divert 05.000 acre feet, or 
its tentative allocation by the state 
of 30,000 acre feet per year, it is 
very highly interesting to note that 
the survey figures over the fifty-one 
year period show that in several 
years, the sum total of water leaving 
the 
canyon 
does 
7iot reach 
the 


amount of 30,000 acre feet. In 1895- 
96, only 27,000 acre feet left the 
canyon in. the whole year. In 1898- 
99, anly 9000 acre feet left the can- 
yon in tli,e whole year. In 1899-1900, 
only 12,000 acre foot left the canyon 
in the whole.year. In 1876-77, only 
14,000 acre feet left the canyon in 
the whole year. 


It will be seen that if Pasadena is 


allowod an arbitrary amount, or any 
amount of water for domestic pur- 
poses, there will be years when the 
actual .discharge from the 'car.von 
will not total, not half-total, "the 
amount under legal priority to the 
city of Pasadena. 
As the water 


which Pasadena would be alloted 
would be for .domestic purposes, it 
would take priority over all other 
canyon priorities with the exception 
of that portion now being used for 
domestic purposes. Domestic water 
priority is at all times a first prior- 
ity. 


The danger in allowing any. city 


or subdivision a right to store and 
divert the water of the canyon is 
two-fold, first—that the supply is 
variable in the extreme. A domestic 
water supply such .is Pasadena would 
claim, would in some years "exceed 
the actual supply in the canyon. ?To 
water whatever would be available 
from the canyon for irrigation pur- 
poses in these years of minimum dis- 
charge. Second—that the storing of 
water in the fynii for domestic pur- 
poses would seriously impair the 
functions of the dam, which is that 
of flood control,, and which docs not 
contemplate permanent storage on 
the surface.
